I have tlio honoui- to .submit tiio follotving Repoft on tlie 
piices ill IiolaiK-l of Ji isli CTops, live stocl; and othen .a^fictilltirtl 
prodtice for the year ended 3Ist Deoenihia-, Ihl r,. 

The prices obtained in the year 1U15 were so high as compared 
with prices in previous reoeiit yeans tliat in order to find an 
equally high level of pricc-.s reference must be made to ihc rocord.s 
of the early seventies.^ Before dealing with Hie prices Irish 
fanners received for their produce, it will he of ititej-c.st to get an 
idea of the cliange.s which have taken jilace in the general levtd 
of whole.sale prices in the United Kingdom. In the (ii-st half of 
the nineteenth centtiiy wholesale prices, which colhq.sed iiftt>r 
the Napoleonic War.«,, cnntimied to fall with .some breaks until 
they reached a minimtim abont IS.to after which they rose and 
reached a niaximiim in 1873 : they then fell almost nnintei- 
rnptodly until ISflfi. when they reached the lowest level of any 
year in the nineteenth centnry. 8inee ISitfi they gradually 
rose to 1913, when they were back at abont the same level a.s in 
1884. They increased in ]'.)U. hnt the rise was very .small as 
compared with the increase in 11) in. when thev reaciied about 
the same level as in l.s74. 

It is of inttrrest to compare the changes in thr‘ general level 
of wholesale price.s in the [Jnitod Kingdom with the change hr 
the piice.s in Ireland of liisli agrie.till rtrnl pi'oduce. The ehanges 
in the former are measttired since the year 1871 liy the Boarefof 
Trade index numbers, and hi the latter by a series of index 
itnmhers going hack to 1.SS1, the first year for which a record 
of officitil ptices of Irish produce is av,ailable. The Board of 
Trade index numbers* take aceottnt of the avermge wholesale 
prices in the United Kingdom of 4") jrrincipal eoinniodities (food- 
.stnffs, coal, timber, bricks. &c.). tlie liish index numbers take 
rtccoiint of the prices received in Ireland for 13 Iri.sh agiiculfurtil 
products — crops, live stock, and live stock products. In both

I'liited Kingdom. The two curves follow each other very 
cioselv showing that the same world causes were at work in 
lowering and raising the two sets of irrices .since iSai. Both fell 
fiom 1SS2 to 1SS7. then rose to ISm. then fell to ISKO, after 
which they rose to Hilo. The two curves which are jointed 
together at lilou show that the changes siiiee ISsl have generally 
raised the level of Irish fanners' prices somewhat more than the 
level of wholesale prices in the t'liiteil Kinadnni.

1012 and 1913 ; the next largest increase 
wa:- .55-1 pel- cent, in Hie price of Wheat : the smallest inereasc 
aar- In - :> pci- cent, in the inieo of Potatoes, and the next smallest 
21 -7 jier cent, iiu-rease in the priee of (Irass Seeds. As I'egards 
tilt- live stock and live stoek products the large.sl increase took 
place in the ]niee of Wool which in 1915 showed an increase of 
.Ut-l per cent, over the average priee for 1911. 1912 and 1913. 
The increase in the priee of Store Cattle was small as compared 
with the increase in the priee of beef, but on the other hand the 
increase in the jji-iec of Store Sheep was large as compared with 
the inereaso in the price of Jlutton. '.fhe price of beef before the 
war was less than the price of Jliitton. but in 191.7 the position 
was reversed.

As regards Crops, flax again sllo^vs the largest, increase, and 
potatoes the smallest . in the prices of live stock and live stock 
rrocluct^. the largest increase is here also shown in the ea&e ot 
wool. The price of beef does not show as large an increase as 
in the previous table, but the price of .Store Cattle at the end of 
the year showed a considerably larger increase. Beef is ooinpara- 
tiveiy plentiful in the last cpiarter of each year as a result ot 
grass feeding, and accordingly it' is seen that while the average 
price, of beef for the whole year IU15 ^s'as 84s per ewt dressed 
weight, the average for the last quarter had fallen to Hi Liie 
priw. of mutton which averaged Sbs. !)</. per cwC dressed weight 
fur the whole year 1915 fell to 70i'. (id. for the last quarter.
